make  some  friends — you'll  never  have  a 
better  chance. 

Follow  these  things  through  and  when 
you  finish  you  will  be  a  true  Citadel 
man.

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BRIEF    SKETCH   OF    HISTORY    OF 
THE  Y.   M.    C.   A. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tion had  its  origin  in  one  man.  Sir 
George  Williams  of  London  in  the  year 
1844.  In  his  early  life,  George  felt  the 
need  of  daily  prayer  and  spiritual  uplift 
to  such  a  strong  degree  that  he  called 
his  friends  together  each  morning  in  a 
little  room  in  his  establishment  for  a 
few  minutes  of  prayer  and  praise  ser- 
vice. Thus  did  the  "Y"  gets  its  start, 
and  ever  since  that  date  it  has  been 
growing,  each  year  being  better  able  to 
serve  the  cause  of  humanity  and  to  aid 
m  the  spread  of  the  doctrines  and  teach- 
mgs  of  Jesus  Christ.  Today  the  organi- 
zation encircles  the  globe,  daily  bring- 
mg  together  young  men  and  boys  into 
a  brotherhood  which  keeps  alive  the 
spirit    of    Christ. 

In  order  that  the  young  men  of  the 
colleges  of  the  world  may  keep  in  closer 
touch  with  things  spiritual  and  that  the 
Christian  Spirit  may  reign  in  the  hearts 
of  students  everywhere,  a  branch  of  the 
Y  M.  C.  A.,  the  Student  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  has  been  organiz- 
ed. T'he  Citadel  of  course  is  a  member 
of  this  powerful  organization.  The  con- 
trol of  the  affairs  of  the  Association  is 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  students 
themselves  for  the  purpose  of  training 
thern  m  the  qualities  of  Christian  lead- 
ership, with  a  general  secretary  to  over- 
see the  work  and  to  advise.  The  reali- 
zation of  the  purposes  and  principles 
of  this  student  organization  depends 
upon  the  interest  and  the  whole  hearted 
support  of  all  students,  for  it  is  strictly 
their    organization. 
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THE    WORK    OF    THE    ASSOCIATION 

In  seeking  to  accomplish  the  purpose 
for  which  the  association  has  been  or- 
ganized, the  full  needs  of  the  whole  man 
are  recognized.  All  normal,  healthy 
developments  of  cadet  life  are  regarded 
as  sacred  and  as  contributing  to  the 
ultimate  aim  of  human  life.  To  neglect 
a  proper  development  along  all  lines  of 
student  endeavor  leads  to  a  one-sided 
education.  Therefore,  the  "Y"  seeks  to 
aid  in  every  phase  of  activity  that  is 
regarded    as    proper. 

The  "Y"  sponsors  religious  work  of 
all  kinds,  social  activities,  sports,  and 
recreation.  In  its  religious  work,  the 
association  conducts  a  prayer  service 
every  morning  for  the  benefit  of  all 
who  care  to  attend,  special  services 
every  Sunday  night  with  varied  forms 
of  entertainment,  and  brief  chapel  ser- 
vices each  morning  in  the  mess  hall 
before  the  corps  marches  out  from 
breakfast.  It  sends  delegations  to  the 
Conference  at  Blue  Ridge  and  the  State 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  Officers'  Conference  at 
Columbia.  Also,  during  the  year  a 
course  in  Bible  study  by  eminent  leaders 
in    religious   work    is    given. 

For  the  many  cadets  who  do  not  en- 
gage in  the  major  sports  of  the  college, 
the  "Y"  sponsors  campus  football,  in- 
door baseball,  volley  ball,  and  other 
sports  which  fill  a  great  need  for  physi- 
cal  exercise. 

Other  phases  of  the  work  of  the  Y. 
M.  C.  A.  are  too  numerous  to  mention 
and  the  results  are  impossible  to  ascer- 
tain;  but  one  may  rest  assured  that 
everything    possible    is    done    "to    lead 
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young  men  to  faith  in  God  through 
Jesus    Christ." 

To  aid  the  "Y"  secretary  in  the  un- 
dertakings of  the  association,  several 
cadet  committees  have  been  organized. 
These  committees  are  listed  under  the 
headings :  Morning  Watch,  Religious 
Service,  Conference,  Hospital,  "Y"  Post 
Office,  Publicity,  Freshmen  Aid,  and 
Foreign  Missions.  Besides  being  of 
great  help  in  carrying  on  the  work  of 
the  organization,  these  committees  help 
to  inculcate  into  the  minds  of  students 
that  the  "Y"  is  essentially  a  student 
affair  and  that  its  success  depends  upon 
their    support    and    cooperation. 

Freshmen  and  other  students,  you  will 
not  act  unwisely  by  takiuRf  part  in  the 
activities  of  such  an  organiz^^tion  ! 


MEMBERSHIP 

All  students  at  matriculation  become 
members  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  of  the  Citadel.  According 
to  the  rule  of  the  National  Council,  the 
membership  is  divided  into  two  classes, 
namely:  active  and  associate.  The 
active  membership  is  composed  of  those 
students  who  are  members  of,  and  in 
good  standing  with,  an  evangelical 
church.  These  students  alone  are  eligi- 
ble to  vote  and  hold  office  in  the  asso- 
ciation. The  associate  members,  stu- 
dents who  do  not  come  under  the  above 
ruling,  are  accorded  all  other  privileges. 
This  division  should  not  cause  any  fric- 
tion in  the  activities  of  the  "Y"  and  as 
long  as  the  aim  of  each  cadet  is  service 
to  God  and  his  fellowman,  it  will  not. 
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**Y'*    OFFICE    AND    POST    OFFICE 

Along-  with  the  many  services  that  the 
Y  renders  the  corps,  g-oes  the  post  office, 
which  is  not  in  any  the  least  of  the  ser- 
vices. It  affords  you  every  convenience 
that  your  home  town  office  does,  and 
can  g-ive  all  the  services  that  you  will 
need  here.  Stamps,  money  orders  issued 
and  cashed,  reg-istry  and  insured  mail, 
etc.  I'he  hours  for  the  mail  are :  De- 
parts daily  except  Sunday  and  Satur- 
day: 8:30  A.  M.  and  12:30  P.  M.  Ar- 
rives daily  except  Sunday  and  Satur- 
day: 9:30  A.  M.  and  2:30  P.  M.  Ready 
for  you  about  10:15  and  2:45.  On  Sun- 
day and  Saturday  mail  arrives  in  morn- 
ing- only.  Big-  boxes  outside  of  both 
barracks  are  for  mail  only  after  3  P.  M. 
every  day,  as  it  is  emptied  only  at  8:50 
P.  M.   every  day. 

Cash  Depository:  This  is  for  your  al- 
lowances and  extra  cash  which  you 
don't  want  to  carry  around  with  you. 
Hours  are:  Monday,  Wednesday  and 
Friday  of  each  week,  both  deposits  and 
withdrawals.  Come  by  Y  and  talk  this 
special   service   over  with   the   secretary. 

Secretary  and  Assistants  are  on  duty 
practically  all  day,  and  vou  can  always 
find  access  to  the  Y  office  if  you  wish 
it,  but  help  us  keep  the  above  hours 
strictly  business,  and  there  won't  be  any 
trouble. 
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SERVICE   TO   STUDENTS 

The  Citadel  "Y"  is  first  and  foremost 
a  serving- organization.  Christ  said:  "I 
am  among  you  as  one  that  serveth." 
We  feel  that  the  '*Y"  carries  out  the 
Christian  ideal,  as  well  as  serves  cadets 
in  any  Avay  possible.  The  various  du- 
ties performed  by  members  of  the  cabi- 
net and  officers  working  with  the  gen- 
eral Secretary  are  part  of  the  "Y"  pro- 
gram. The*  post  office  is  the  biggest 
factor  of  service  that  is  rendered,  for 
the  Y  takes  entire  charge  of  this  service 
to  the  college.  Errands  attended  to  in 
the  city  by  the  secretary  are  right  in 
line  with  the  work,  and  you  must  call 
on  him  if  you  wish  a  little  business  at- 
tended to.  Other  services  rendered  are: 
daily  visits  to  hospitals,  valuables  and 
money  kept  in  safe,  telegrams  received 
and  sent,  express  shipmehts  handled, 
kodak  Avork,  canteen  checks  cashed  at 
bank,  and  many  things  that  arise  dur- 
ing year. 

BIBLE    STUDY   AND    DISCUSSION 
GROUPS 

The  entire  first  term  of  the  college 
year  is  turned  over  to  Bible  study  as 
the  main  feature  of  the  "Y"  program. 
Each  Sunday  night  for  ten  weeks,  Bible 
study  classes  are  organized  in  both  bar- 
racks. Two  groups  of  upper  classmen 
meet  in  Main  barracks,  and  four  or  more 
groups  of  freshmen  are  formed  in  Mur- 
ray barracks.  Strong,  influential  lead- 
ers are  secured  from  local  churches  and 
faculty  members,  who  give  of  their  best 
to  broadening  the  outlook  and  building 
the  best  character  among  the  students.

A  delega- 
tion is  always  sent  from  The  Citadel 
"Y"  and  you  can  go  just  as  well  as  an- 
other. Expenses  are  moderate,  yet  are 
ample  to  give  one  truly  satisfactory  ser- 
I  vice  while  at  the  conference.  Volley  ball 
I  and  all  athletic  sports  are  made  an  in- 
'  teresting  and  competitive  part  of  the 
ten  day  period,  and  you  may  represnt 
your  college  in  one  or  more  branches. 
ON  TO  BLUE  RIDGE  ! 
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CABINET    SPRING    RETREAT 

Five  years  ago,  in  the  spring  of  1924, 
there  was  started  what  is  known  as  the 
Spring  Retreat  for  the  Cabinet.  This 
proved  of  such  value,  that  it  is  now  an 
annual  affair,  and  we  look  forward  to 
it  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  and 
promise.  The  newly  elected  officers  and 
committee  chairmen,  "with  members  of 
the  faculty  and  general  secretary,  with- 
draw from  the  college  and  city  noise  to 
a  quiet  place,  often  in  some  nearby 
community;  where  they  are  certain  of 
shelter  and  a  good  square  dinner.  There 
are  discussed  problems  of  the  campus, 
just  what  is  the  best  program  for  next 
year  is  mapped  out.  This  Retreat  is 
serving  an  excellent  place  in  the  work 
of  the   "Y"  and  will   be  continued. 
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HISTORICAL    SKETCH 

Previous  to  the  year  1841,  the  State 
of  South  Carolina  had  two  depositories 
for  its  arms  and  munitions  of  war — 
one  known  as  The  Citadel,  in  the  City 
of  Charleson ;  the  other  known  as  The 
Arsenal,  in  the  City  of  Columbia.  These 
were  guarded  by  companies  of  enlisted 
men  and  trained  officers,  and  were 
maintained  at  an  expense  of  twenty- 
four  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

It  was  Governor  Richardson  who 
made  the  suggestion  that  these  garri- 
sons be  replaced  by  young  men,  who, 
while  serving  as  guards,  should  receive 
military  training,  and  instruction  in  the 
practical  and  mechanical  arts.  UndeT- 
the  administration  of  his  successor, 
Governor  Hammond,  an  Act  of  the  Leg- 
islature was  passed,  on  December  20, 
1842,  creating  The  Citadel  and  The 
Arsenal   Academies. 

The  Board  appointed  by^the  Governor 
to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  Act  lost 
no  time  m  performing  its  duty,  and  the 
Faculty  of  The  Citadel  was  "elected  on 
February  23rd  following.  By  the  90th 
of  March,  both  The  Citadel  and  The 
Arsenal    were    in    operation. 

In  arranging  the  course  of  studies  for 
The  Citadel  ,the  report  of  the  Board  of 
the   General  Assembly  says : 

"The  Board  has  aimed  at  a  system  of 
education  at  once  scientific  and  practi- 
cal, and  which,  if  their  original  desiR-n 
IS  carried  out,  will  eminently  qualify  the 
cadets  to  be  taught  for  almost  any  sta- 
tion  and   condition    of   life." 

"During  the  course,  besides  the  usual 
branches  taught  at  the  primary  schools 
m  the  State,  they  will  be  instructed  in 
the   history   of   South    Carolina,   modern 
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history,  the  French  language,  every  de- 
partment of  mathematics,  bookkeeping, 
rhetoric,  moral  philosophy,  architectu- 
ral and  topographical  drawing,  natural 
philosophy,  chemistry,  geology,  miner- 
alogy, botany,  and  civil  engineering,  the 
constitutional  law  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  laws  of  nations.  In  addition  to 
those  courses,  they  will  be  instructed 
in  the  duties  of  the  soldier,  the  school 
of  the  company  and  the  battalion  the 
science  of  war,  the  evolution  of  the 
line,  and  the  duties  of  commissioned 
officers." 

The  Arsenal,  at  first  co-equal  with 
The  Citadel,  was  soon  incorporated  with 
it,  and  had  for  its  special  function  the 
instruction  and  training  of  the  recruits 
forming  what  was  known  as  the  Fourth 
Class. 

The  first  class,  numbering  six  men, 
was  graduated  in  1846.  C.  C.  Tew,  the 
first  honor  man  of  his  class,  and  proto- 
graduate  of  the  institution,  afterwards 
founded  in  Hillsboro  Military  Academy, 
Hillsboro,  North  Carolina,  was  colonel 
of  North  Carolina  troops  in  the  Confed- 
erate Army,  and  was  killed  at  Sharps- 
burg,  September,  1862,  while  command- 
ing Anderson's   brigade. 

The  value  of  the  State  of  the  military 
training  given  at  The  Citadel  is  striking- 
ly shown  by  the  fact  that,  of  the  two 
hundred  and  forty  graduates  before  the 
close  of  the  War  between  the  States, 
about  two  hundred  were  officers  in  the 
Confederate  service,  and  forty-three  laid 
down  their  lives  upon  the  battlefield. 
The  list  of  Citadel  officers  in  that  great 
confiict  is  an  honor  roll  of  which  any 
institution  may  well  be  proud. 
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There  are  two  dates  in  the  history  of 
the  State  Military  Academies  which 
mark  the  boundaries  of  this  greatest 
mihtary  struggle  of  the  century.  Be- 
tween January  9,  1861,  and  May  9,  1865, 
what    tragic    history    was   enacted ! 

On  the  former  date,  Maj  P  P 
Stevens,  Superintendent  and  a' graduate 
pt  The  Arsenal  in  command  of  a  de- 
tachment of  Citadel  Cadets  manning  a 
battery  of  24-pounders  on  Morris  Island 
4?^\^M^^,^^^  steamer  "The  Star  of  the 
West,  which  was  attempting  the  relief 
of  Fort  Sumter— thus  firing  the  first 
hostile    shot    of    the    war. 

On  the  latter  date,  Capt.  J.  P.  Thomas 
superintendent  of  The  Arsenal,  and  also 
a  graduate  of  The  Citadel,  with  the 
^^ri?^?,.*^^  ^^^  command,  had  a  skirmish 
with  Stoneman's  raiders,  near  Williams- 
ton,  S.  C.  thus  firing  the  last  shot  of 
the  war  delivered  by  any  organized  body 
of   troops   east   of   the   Mississippi  River. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Corps  of 
S^rS^^^x.^^  ^^  annual  drill  for  the  "Star 
ot  the  West'  medal,  a  handsome  trophy 
for  the  best  drilled  cadet  of  the  corps, 
presented  to  the  institution  many  years 
ago  by  Dr.  B.  H.  Teague,  a  veteran  of 
the  war.  This  medal  gets  its  name 
from  a  piece  of  oakwood,  in  the  form 
of  a  star,  taken  from  the  historic  vessel. 

-.o^^  y^?  ^^}}.  ^^  Charleston,  in  February, 
1865,  The  Citadel  was  occupied  by  Fed- 
eral troops.  The  Corps  of  Cadets  was 
at  that  time  m  the  field  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  State,  and  never  returned 
to  the  institution  which  continued  in  the 
hands  of  the  United  States  military  au- 
thorities, m  spite  of  the  best  efforts  of 
the  State  to  recover  it,  until  1881 
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In  that  year,  Governor  Hagood  said 
in  his  annual  message  to  the  General 
Assembly : 

"The  State  Military  Academy  at  Char- 
leston has  been  suspended  in  "its  opera- 
tions since  the  late  Civil  War.  This  has 
been  due  to  the  fact  that  the  building 
known  as  The  Citadel,  in  which  it  has 
its  seat,  has  been,  since  the  close  of 
the  war,  in  the  possession  of  the  United 
States  authorities,  and  has  been  used 
by  them  until  recently  as  a  military 
post." 

*'It  is  understood  that  the  Federal 
Government  is  now  prepared  to  restore 
it  to  the  custody  of  the  State.  It  is  de- 
sirable that  this  property  be  recovered, 
and  again  devoted  to  the  purpose  of 
higher  education  in  the  facilities  for 
v/hich  our  needs  are  greater  than  the 
source  of   supply." 

"A  measure  will  probably  be  submit- 
ted to  you  at  this  session  to  accomplish 
this  purpose  and  you  will  permit  me  to 
say  that  in  my  judgment  it  is  now  prac- 
ticable to  reopen  the  school,  and  it 
ought  to  be  done." 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  reopening  of 
the  South  Carolina  Military  Academy 
was  passed  by  the  General  Assemblv 
and   approved   January  31,    1882. 

The  Citadel  was  reopened  on  October 
1,  1882,  with  189  cadets,  and  has  been 
in  continuous  and  successful  operation 
ever  since. 

In  1910,  the  Legislature  fixed  the  title 
of  the  instituion  as  'T'he  Citadel,  The 
Military  College  of  South  Carolina." 

In  1918,  the  City  of  Charleston  offered 
the  State  a  magnificent  tract  of  nearly 
200  acres   of  land  adjacent   to   Hampton 
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Park,  and  beautifully  situated  on  the 
banks  of  the  Ashley  River,  for  a  "Great- 
er Citadel."  The  "  Legislature  accepted 
the  offer  and  made  in  1919  and  1920  ap- 
propriations for  the  necessary  buildings. 

On  September  20,  1922,  the  college 
opened  in  its  commodious  new  quarters, 
which  had  been  provided  at  a  cost  of 
more  than  a  million  dollars.  The  facili- 
ties in  laboratories  and  classrooms  have 
been  largely  increased,  dormitory  ac- 
commodations have  been  enlarged  bv  ':0 
per  cent,  and  ample  and  beautiful 
grounds  for  all  military  work  and  ath- 
letic activities  have   been   provided. 

The  "Mary  Bennett  Murray  Hospital," 
erected  at  a  cost  of  $60,000  by  a  public- 
spirited  citizen  of  Charleston  ^vas  pre- 
sented to  the  college  in  1923,  and  is  one 
of  the  most  complete  and  well-equipped 
infimaries  in  the  South.  In  this  year, 
also,  the  Alumni  Gymnasium  was  erect- 
ed with  a  fund  of  $50,000  subscribed  by 
graduates   and   former   cadets. 

During  the  year  1926  a  new  dormitory 
was  constructed  to  accommodate  150 
additional  cadets.  This  building  is  call- 
ed "Andrew  B.  Murray  Barracks,"  in 
honor  of  the  citizen  of  Charleston  who 
generously  contributed  half  the  cost  of 
construction. 

In  the  year  1927  two  faculty  houses 
"v^^ere  constructed  on  the  campus  ,one 
for  the  president,  and  the  other,  con- 
taining four  apartments,  for  the  com- 
mandant, the  quartermaster,  and  two  of 
the  professors.

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GENERALL    SUMMERALL 

General  Charles  Pelot  Summerall  was 
secured  to  take  over  the  duties  as 
President  of  The  Citadel  in  January  of 
1931  and  actually  took  over  his  duties 
at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  last 
year.  He  relieved  Colonel  O.  J.  Bond 
v/ho  held  this  office  for  twenty-three 
years  and  who  is  now  Dean  of  the  col- 
lege and  head  of  the  mathematics  de- 
partment. General  Summerall' s  ser- 
vices were  secured  by  the  Board  of  Visi- 
tors and  were  made  possible  by  the  sac- 
rifice of  Colonel  Bond,  who  willingly 
resigned  his  post  in  order  that  he  school 
might  benefit  by  the  services  of  the 
great  ariny  leader. 

General  Summerall  was  born  at  Lake 
City,  Florida,  March  4,  1867.  He  at- 
tended Porter  Military  Academy  in 
Charleston,  graduating  in  1885.  From 
Porter  the  general  went  to  the  U.  S, 
Military  academy  at  West  Point.  In 
1892  he  graduated  from  the  latter  insti- 
tution and  received  his  commission  as 
a  second  lieutenant  in  the  regular  .-^rmy. 
He  advanced  steadily  in  rank  and  be- 
came a  colonel  on  May  15,  1917.  I^^ 
1917  he  was  appointed  brigadier  general 
and  in  the  following  year  was  made 
major  general.  In  1920  he  became  a 
general. 

An  old  soldier.  General  Summerall 
has  seen  service  in  the  Spanish-Ameri- 
can War,  the  World  War,  in  Alaska, 
and  in  the  Philippines.  He  was  ap- 
pointed Chief-of -Staff  of  the  U.  S.  Army 
in  1926.  He  recently  retired  from  this 
position. 
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Upon  his  breast  rest  many  medals  and 
awards  g-iven  to  him  by  the  U.  S  Gov- 
ernment and  the  Allied  Governments  for 
his  service  and  personal  valor. 

With  such  a  distinguished  gentleman 
at  its  head,  The  Citadel  is  certain  to 
increase  its  already  great  prestige  and 
become  one  of  the  greatest  schools  in 
che   country.

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OUR   MILITARY   RECORD 

The  Citadel,  The  Military  College  of 
South  Carolina,  although  at  first  estab- 
lished as  a  depository  for  arms  and  mu- 
nitions of  war,  is  now  a  college  that 
ranks  high  in  both  its  military  and  aca- 
demic lines  of  instruction.  Although 
academic  instruction  is  now  primary, 
our  military  instruction  is  so  thorough 
that  we  have  established  a  military 
record  that  any  institution  would  be 
proud  of.  Since  the  establishment  of 
the  college  in  1842,  The  Citadel  alumni 
and  cadets  have  played  promment  parts 
in  the  history  of  the  state,  and  indeed, 
in  some  cases,  important  parts  in  the 
history  of  the  nation.  Their  services 
were  invaluable  to  their  state  in  that 
deadly  struggle,  the  War  Between  the 
States;  and  invaluable  to  the  nation  m 
the  later  and  fiercer  conflict,  the  World 
War.  The  list  of  Citadel  officers  m 
both  of  these  wars  is  an  honor  role  of 
which  any  institution  of  instruction,  and 
any  state,  should  be  proud.  Citadel 
men  have  fought  for  the  state  on  the 
field  of  battle,  they  have  fought  for  the 
state  in  time  of  peace,  and  they  are  still 
fighting,  and  will  continue  to  do  so  with 
all  their  misht,  for  the  good  of  the  state 
and  the  nation. 

The  training  which  the  cadets  receive 
has  met  the  heartiest  commendation  of 
the  War  Department,  which  has  for 
many  years  rated  the  instituion  as  a 
"Distinguished  College."  The  value  of 
the  training  to  the  country  is  recognized 
by  the  government,  which  furnishes  ex- 
pensive   equipment,    and   details    compe- 
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tent  army  officers  for  the  instruction 
of  the  cadets  in  the  Infantry  and  Artil- 
lery Units  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Train- 
ing Corps.  The  value  of  this  instruc- 
tion m  the  duties  of  the  soldier,  the 
science  of  war,  the  evolution  of  the  line, 
and  the  duties  of  commissioned  officers, 
is  shown  by  the  actions  of  the  men  in 
actual   combat. 

The  complete  and  generous  education 
which  the  cadets  receive  at  The  Citadel 
fits  them  to  perform  skillfully  and  just- 
ly all  the  offices  of  a  citizen,  both 
private  and  public,  in  time  of  peace  and 
in  time  of  war.  The  regular  habits,  the 
attention  to  duty,  the  obedience  to  au- 
thority, and  the  love  of  order  instilled 
into  the  cadets  enable  them  to  live  lives 
of  value  and  worth  to  mankind.  The 
Citadel  releases  men  into  the  world  who 
are  proud  of  their  Alma  Mater,  and 
The  Citadel  has  certainly  had  every  rea- 
son to  be  proud  of  its  alumni.

John  O.  Willson,  late  president  of  the 
Lander  College,  is  awarded  to  the  mem- 
ber of  the  Senior  Class  voted  by  his 
classmates  "the  purest,  most  courteous, 
and   most   manly"    cadet   in    his  class.

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INTERPRETATION    OF    REGUI.A- 
TIONS 

1.  All  Right:  To  report  "All  Right" 
means : 

a.  From  a  cadet  outside  of  his  room : 
That  he  is  going  to  and  has  been  to  an 
authorized  place  and  nowhere  else,  and 
for  an  authorized  purpose  only. 

b.  From  a  division  inspector :  That 
he  has  carried  out  his  orders  fully,  at 
the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed : 
or  that  he  has  reported  himself  for 
every  violation   or  neglect  of  his  orders. 

c.  From  the  occupant  of  the  room,  at 
any  insDection :  T'hat  all  absentees  and 
all  visitors   are   authorized. 

d.  From  an  occupant  of  a  room  at  in- 
spection for  lights :  That  the  lights  are 
authorized,  and  that  no  unauthorized 
person  was  in  the  room  at  the  moment 
that  the  inspecting  officer  called  for  a 
report. 

e.  From  a  cadet  entering  the  mess 
hall  individually:  That  he  has  author- 
ity to  enter  individually  by  that  door 
and  at  that  time. 

2.  "All  Right"  on  the  gallery  will  not 
be  required  until  after  the  last  note  of 
assembly   for    call    to    quarters. 

3.  A  cadet  is  "visiting"  when,  after 
going  to  a  room  other  than  his  own,  he 
opens  the  door,  or  enters  the  room,  or 
talks  with  its  occupants.  The  act  of 
going  to  another  room  is  essential ;  th-; 
act  of  entering  the  other  room  is  not. 
In  case  of  doubt  the  report  may  be  en- 
tered as  loiterinsf. 

4.  "All  In" — The  report  of  "All  In" 
from  any  occupant  of  a  room  at  taps 
means  that  all  the  occupants  are  pres- 
ent, or  that  all  absences  are  authorized, 
and  that  no  other  persons  are  in  the 
room.

OUR    COACHES 

The  Citadel  is  fortunate  in  having  as 
its  athletic  director  and  head  coach 
Johnny  Floyd,  who  came  to  us  two 
years  ago  from  Auburn.  Floyd  gradu- 
ated from  Vanderbilt  University  where 
he  played  end,  being  captain  of  his 
team  in  his  senior  year.  He  learned  his 
football  from  the  famous  Dan  McGugin 
and  still  uses  the  style  of  football  de- 
veloped by  that  coach  at  Vanderbilt. 
Since  corning  to  The  Citadel  Coach 
Floyd  has  demonstrated  his  ability  as  a 
coach  and  has  won  the  admiration  and 
friendship  of  all  who  have  come  in  con- 
tact  with    him. 

A  shift  was  made  in  the  coaching 
staff  last  fall  when  Tatum  Gressette 
came  to  us  from  Richmond  Academy  to 
take  over  the  duties  of  assistant  coach 
in    "Ephie"   Seabrook's   place.     Seabrook 
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then  became  coach  of  the  freshman 
squad.  Coach  Gressete  is  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  South  Carolina 
where  he  was  a  g-ridiron  luminary.  He 
went  from  Carolina  to  Richmond  Aca- 
demy in  Augusta  where  his  teams  made 
most  enviable  records.  His  work  here 
last  year  was  of  fine'  quality  and  added 
materially  to  the  efforts  of  Coach  Floyd. 
He  also  coached  the  boxing  team  and, 
considering  that  practically  all  his  ma- 
terial except  Captain  Charlie  Holland 
was  g"reen,  he  did  remarkably  well  with 
it. 

"Ephie"  Seabrook  is  a  Citadel  product 
and  is  still  remembered  for  his  stellar 
performances  for  the  Blue  and  White. 
He  took  over  the  coaching-  of  the  Fresh- 
man team  this  year  and  under  his  tute- 
lag-e  the  first-year  team  was  one  of  the 
strongest  in  the  state  and  the  best  Rat 
team  The  Citadel  had  seen  in  the  last 
several  years.  He  was  helped  by  Gene 
Clark  and  John  Carlyle,  who  finished 
The  Citadel   in   1931. 

Johnnie  Douglass,  also  a  Citadel  man, 
and  an  AllAmerican  high  school  basket- 
ball player  for  two  successive  years, 
coached  the  varsity  and  freshman  cage 
teams  and  produced  two  strong  teams. 
The  varsity  had  one  of  the  best  teams 
in  the  state,  and  practically  all  of  the 
games  they  did  lose  went  the  other  way 
by    two    or    three    point   margins. 
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FOOTBALL    RESUME' 

The  1931  Bull  Do^  team,  after  several 
weeks  of  intensive  training-  by  Coach 
Floyd  and  his  aide,  Coach  Gressette, 
tok  the  field  for  the  first  time  against 
the  strong  Mercer  Bears  at  he  Johnson 
Hagood  Stadium  on  September  26.  The 
Georgia  team  was  heavy  and  fast  and 
presented  a  driving  offensive  which  the 
Bull  Dogs  were  unable  to  check.  The 
game  ended  26-7  with  Mercer  on  the  big 
end. 

The  Flying  Fleet  from  Erskine  came 
to  Charleston  to  furnish  the  opposition 
on  the  following  week-end.  Coach  Todd 
had  a  well-coached,  hard-driving  team, 
but  the  Bull  Dogs  proved  to  be  the  bet- 
ter team  and  came  out  of  the  game 
boasting    a   13-7   victory. 

On  the  following  week-end  the  Bull 
Dogs  journeyed  to  Lexingtn,  Virginia, 
for  the  annual  game  vs^ith  V.  M.  I.  The 
Flying  Squadron  was  leading  in  the 
last  auarter,  but  the  unfailing  fight  of 
the  Citadel  team  came  into  evidence 
and  a  last  minute  drive  for  almost  the 
length  of  the  field  almost  brought  vic- 
tory. The  score  was  13-13  at  the  close 
of  the  struggle  between  the  South' s  two 
great  military  colleges. 

The  Seniors  and  Juniors  were  allowed 
to  follow  the  team  to  Florence  on  Octo- 
ber 16,  where  the  Bull  Dogs  met  and 
defeated  the  Clemson  Tigers  6-0.  The 
Citadel  team  Avas  working  with  clock- 
like precision  and  with  the  determina- 
tion characteristic  of  the  Bull  Dojts. 
T'he  heavier  Clemson  team  was  unable 
to  resist  the  steady  driving  of  the  Blue 
and  White  but  held  the  score  down  only 
by  dogged  resistance. 
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The  Stetson  team  from  Florida  was 
the  next  appointment  to  face  the  Bull 
Dogs  on  October  24.  The  Florida  team 
put  up  a  determined  fight  and  was  turn- 
ed back  by  a  score  of  13-7.  The  weather 
was  unusually  hot  on  the  day  of  this 
game,  which,  as  a  result,  was  slow  and 
listless. 

On  the  following  Thursday,  the  Corps 
made  its  annual  trip  to  Orangeburg  for 
its  game  with  Carolina.  Enthusiasm 
reached  a  fever  pitch  in  the  hope  that 
the  Cadets  might  win  over  the  highly 
touted  and  powerful  Gamecocks.  After 
the  Bull  Dogs  had  fought  the  Garnet 
and  Black  on  even  terms  for  the  first 
half,  the  superior  weight  of  the  Carolina 
team  had  its  effect  and  the  Bull  Dogs 
fell  before  the  Gamecock.  The  score 
was    26-7. 

On  November  7,  the  Bull  Dogs  went 
up  to  Davidson,  North  Carolina,  to  meet 
the  Wildcat  in  his  lair.  The  Cadets 
semed  to  be  playing  under  a  jinx.  They 
outgained  the  Davidson  team  but  were 
unable  to  take  advantage  of  their  gains 
by  making  the  last  final  drive.  This 
game  went  to  the  Wildcats  by  a  13-7 
score. 

On  Homecoming  Day,  November  14, 
the  Bull  Dogs  met  their  most  disastrous 
defeat  at  the  hands  of  Furman.  The 
score  was  33-7.  The  Citadel  team  put 
up  a  determined  fight  and  in  fact  was 
leading  7-6  at  the  half.  In  the  third  and 
fourth  quarters,  however,  the  Purple 
^Hurricane  iblew  with  relentless  fury 
pushing  the  Bull  Dogs  defense  aside 
and    making  many    gains.

November  21  found  the  Bull  Dogs  in 
Clinton  engag-ing  the  P.  C.  Blue  Stock- 
ings. The  Citadel  team  smarting  from 
its  defeat  the  week  before  was  back  in 
Its  best  form  and  took  a  13-6  decision 
from   the    hard-fighting    P.    C.    team. 

The  season  closed  in  Charleston  on 
November  26  when  the  Bull  Dogs  took 
on  the  Wofford  Terriers  in  Johnson 
Hagood  Stadium.  The  Citadel  team  dis- 
played Its  best  form  of  the  season  and 
ripped  the  Wofford  lines  to  shreds.  The 
score  was  28-7  with  the  Blue  and  White 
ahead. 

The  playing  of  Mcintosh,  Whittington, 
Metz,  Barton,  League,  Gilbert,  Hobbs, 
Willard,  Watts,  Stern,  McCraw,  Quar- 
terman,  Suhrstedt,  Ogilvie,  in  fact  all 
men   who  saw  service   was   outstanding. 

The  following  Seniors  will  not  be  witn 
the  Bull  Dog  eleven  next  fall  for  the 
1932  season:  League,  Mcintosh,  Whit- 
tington, Stern,  Holland,  Hobbs,  Willard, 
Barton,  Watts,  Metz,  Gilbert.  I'hese 
men  have  served  the  Blue  and  White 
well  and  with  their  passing  she  sustains 
a  loss  that  will  be  very  hard  to  repair. 
Those  who  saw  these  men  in  action  wUl 
remember  with  pride  their  spirit  and 
courage.

The  year  1930-31  saw  the  successful 
cuhnination  of  ag-itation  for  a  literary 
magazine  to  be  published  by  the  Corps 
of  Cadets.

The  Round  Table  was  formed  in  1927 
as  a  substitute  for  the  old  fashioned 
literary  society.  Lieutenant  Lyon  was 
the  moving  spirit  in  its  organization. 
It  is  believed  that  this  is  the  only  or- 
ganization of  its  kind  in  existence.  It 
is  composed  of  twenty-five  cadets  and 
several  faculty  members.  The  mem- 
bers are  chosen  from  those  cadets  who 
evince  some  literary  ability,  and  to  be 
a  member  is  considered  a  great  honor. 
At  its  meetings,  held  bi-monthly,  ques- 
tions of  a  literarv,  scientific,  or  histori- 
cal nature  are  discussed,  each  member 
being  allowed  to  air  his  views  on  the 
subject  under  discussion.  The  club 
sponsors  the  debating  and  oratorical 
teams.  Membership  is  by  invitation  only, 
and  each  new  member  "must  be  approv- 
ed by  the  faculty.  For  its  emblem  of 
membership  the  club  has  a  key  similar 
to    an    honorary    fraternity    key.     Every 
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year  the  org:anization  subscribes  to  one 
bl"  the  "Book  of  the  Month"  clubs  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  donates  the  books 
that  it  receives  to  the  library. 


PASS-IN-RlSVIEW 


For  a  number  of  years  the  Corps  of 
Cadets  has  staged  an  annual  show  call- 
ed the  Pass-In-Review.  This  name  is 
derived  from  a  part  of  our  military  dress 
parades.  Until  1929  the  show  had  al- 
ways taken  the  form  of  a  minstrel;  but 
in  that  year  the  type  was  changed  to

the  original  form  was  resumed  with  a 
record  success.

under  the  direction  of  a  very  able  mem-
